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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to the Amendment filed 12/24/2009. Claims 5, 21-22, 
24-27, 29-30, 32-35, 37, 40-43 and 50 have been cancelled. Claim 51 is added. Claims 1-4, 6-20, 
23, 28, 31, 36, 38-39, 44-49 and 51 are now pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-20, 23, 28, 31, 36, 38-39, 44-49 and 51 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The present claims are allowed over the closest references: Chirinos et al. (US 5641433). 
Chirinos et al. suggest emulsifying crude in water for the transportation of viscous crudes 

by pipeline (columnl, lines 20-32) and disclose a method for the preparation of HIPR emulsions 
of viscous oils in water in which emulsions arc directly prepared from a feedstock initially 
containing a high volume ratio of oil to water using low energy mixing. To improve salt 
tolerance, hydrophilic polymers may be added in addition to the surfactant or alkali. Suitable 
polymers include polyvinyl alcohol, polyethylene oxide, polyvinyl pyrrolidone and 
polysaccharide biopolymers (column 3, lines 55-59). The emulsions, particularly when diluted, 
are suitable for transportation through a pipeline and represent an elegant solution to the problem 
of transporting viscous oils (column 4, lines 52-54). However, Chirinos et al. do not teach or 
fairly suggest the claimed method for reducing the viscosity of a viscous composition which is 
arranged to flow along a fluid flow path, said method comprising contacting the viscous 
composition in said fluid flow path with a treatment fluid formulation , said treatment fluid 
formulation comprising a polymeric material AA which includes -0- moieties pendent from a 
polymeric backbone thereof, wherein polymeric material AA comprises polyvinyl acetate which 
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has been 60 to 95% hydro lyzed to polyvinyl alcohol, wherein polymeric material AA is 
optionally cross-linked and wherein said treatment fluid formulation is initially contacted with 
said viscous composition in said fluid flow path at or downstream of a producing face of a 
subterranean formation . 

There is no prior art of record, alone or in combination teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
method.
